A STATEMENT 


Made by Frank Trende on the Ea*rly- 


town School Matter. 


Nov. 
25 18(.)8. 


Ed. Times:—The last two issues of 


your paper contained statements con- 
cerning the affairs of the Earlytown 
schools, with 
remarks about 
me 


which are intended to injure me. I 
am certain that you will allow mu 
the privilege kto explain the matter 
fully to the' public through your 
paper. 


Will Harper, a neighborof mine, is 


the leader of the said petition against 
me, because when two years ago I be- 
came the director of this school he 
wanted toMead me, which I did not 
allow. I "did recommend a teacher, 
Mr. Chaney, to the board of educa- 
iton, whose father-in-law was not a 
friend of Harper, and so ho wanted 
to punish the son-in-law for it. 
I 


saw the teacher was right and helped 
him. 
Harper tried 
various* mean 


tricks, but the board knew Harper 
too well to be misled by him. Since 
that time Harper did try to throw 
dirt. He refused to send his children 
to school, was arrested and lost the 
lawsuit which followed; and for all 
this I was blamed. Men of the same 
and lower character than Harper 
gathered around him, and with the 
aid of these men be thought he could 
light me out of this office. 
Of course 


these men dislike me because I did 
not want to assist them in getting 
money out of the school fund, which 
I thought was not legal. 
Now, as to 


the petition. 
I explain my doings as 


follows: 


Mr. Walter P. Chancy, the late 


teacher'of tbis school, against my ad- 
vice, hired a young man as a sub- 
stitute. He further made the mis- 
take to fallow that young man to 
teach without the knowledge of mem- 
bers of the board, and then Mr. 
Chaney left lume. 
I understand no 


director or teacher can hire a teacher, 
but only the board can do so. l.I went 
to the school house to talk to that 
teacher and we came to the conclus- 
ion that he could not get any pay for 
his service unless the board of educa- 
tion hired him. The teacher agreed 
with me fully ane* closed the school. 
At the same hour -I reported the -mat- 
ter to the board and called a meeting, 
which we held twenty-four '.hours 
later. 
Before this meeting I called a 


meeting of the sub-directors of this 
district and elected the same teacher, 
Mr. Griver, and with that certificate 
I went to the meeting of the board 
and recommended him as teacher. 
The board failed^to confirm the cer- 
tificate, but passed a motion [to send 
part of the children to the Lawson 
Heights schools and part to ourlother 
lower schools temporarily until we 
heard more about Mr.^Chaney. I did 
all I could to prevent this but the 
resolution passed. 
In a few days 


later Mr. Chaney sent in his resigna- 
tion to the board and the clerk called 
another meeting. 
Again, before we 


had this meeting, I called the sub- 
directors to a meeting and elected a 
Mr. Schneider as teacher, whom I 
recommended to the board also. 
Will 


Harper presented his petition and 
said to me: "You are no man at all; 
you have got no honor at all." Of 
course I swore out a warrant against 
Harper, anrTthe result of the same 
we will have to await. 
Any member 


of the board will, and must, give me 
credit for always discharging my 
duties to the beH of my ability as 
well as tbe rest of the members. 
Any person who has knowledge of the 
school-laws and uses common sense 
must say that with that petition no 
board will and can discharge me, as 
Harper basn't proved any charges 'so 
far. 
About the morals of which he 


spoke, I will only say that if William 
Harper and company have only half as 
much moral character as I have, they 
would be ashamed to come before the 
board with such dirty matters every 
meeting. 
But their tricks are only 


to lower me before the public and 
make me tired sc that I will resign. 
The larger part of the subscribers to 
that petition are now residents of 
this district, and many a one signed 
that petition without knowing what 
they signed it for, but after they 
learn about the matter will withdraw 
their names.

COMMISSIONERS' REPORT. 
The report Is neatly and artistically 


made, and could not have been made 
by anyone except an expert book- 
keeper and one famlliiar with the 
auditor's books. It seems to us that, 
as a matter of necessity, the auditor 
should continue to make out these 
reports, although there is no law pio- 
viding for compensation 
therefar. 


This report is fully verified with the 
vouchers on file.- It is a gratifying 
fact that with our diminished dupli- 
cate our bonded indebtedness is being 
reduced, both in amount and in rate 
of interest, as appears from that re- 
port. 


AUDITOR. 


We find that the county auditor has 


discharged his official duties and that 
his books are kept in a business-like 
manner and are models of conven- 
ience and neatness. 
The only charge 


not authorized by statute drawn by 
this officer amounted to $83.92, for 
indexing the turnpike directors' pro- 
ceedings, which was paid for at. the 
specific rate allowed by law .for in-' 
dexing the commissioners' proceqd- 
ings, and out of the county 
fund,, 


when, in accordance with law, the 
same should have been included in 
his per diem allowance for services 
rendered as crerk of the 
turnpike 


directors and not of the turnpike 
fund. 
The amount was promtly re- 


funded, and the charge was an error 
in construction of the law. 
The 


amount of $160, shown by the com- 
missioners' report to have been re- 
funded by the auditor, consisted of a 
charge made during bis iirst year of 
oftice for making the commissioners' 
report and for services rendered in 
the distribution of the soldiers' relief 
fund. He did the work, but it having 
been decided by the supreme court 
during the past year that the charge 
was not warranted by, law, it was 
repiad witli interest. 


CLERK OF COURTS. 


We carefully examined the books 


and records of the clerk of the courts 
and found his fees and allowances 
paid by the county to be in accord- 
ance with law.

We also examined the books and 


papers of the board of infirmary di- 
rectors and superintendent and found 
them difficult to verify, by reason of 
the lack of any proper system in the 
keeping of the accounts of, that insti- 
tution. We found, however, no marks 
of dishonesty on the part of the di- 
rectors or of the superintendent of 
that institution, and all allowances 
aid them are in accordance with law. 
But if the incomes and profits of the 
infirmary farm have all been properly 
accounted for, it seems to have been 
an unprofitalbe investment, as the 
amount paid foi labor OD the farm is 
much in excess of any amount shown 
to nave been produced for sale or con- 
sumption, and our efforts to ascer- 


tain what the farm produced, or what 
became of it, were not satisfactory. 
Nothing should be sold from the farm 
unless paid for in cash.

there has never been an inventory 
taken when one superintendent went 
out an the other came in. There has' 
never been an inventory of the pro- 
duce of the farm or the live stock 
raise on the farm. 
It has been sug- 


gested by several examining boards 
that a complete inventory of all prop- 
erty of every kind on the infirmary 
farm should (invariably 
be 
taken 


whenever the farm and institution 
changes hands. 
This-has never been 


done in any proper sense. In fact our 
infirmary directors have been selected 
on account of their sterling integ- 
rity, rather than their knowledge of 
book-keeping or fiduciary accounting. 
We are of the opinion that the super- 
intendent should be clothed with 
more authority by law .and held to 
stricter responsibility, and that the 
board of infirmary directors should 
be abolished and their present duties 
discharged by the superintendent, 
under the control and direction of 
the county commissioners. But as 
that would require legislation which 
would have no money in it for any 
one except the tax-payers, it is not 
likely to be speedily passed, and we 
recommend .that in the meantime the 
commissioners order the prosecuting 
attorney 01 some skilled accountant 
to prepare a form of inventory for 
the infirmary, to be kept by the su- 
perintendent, which shall embrace, 
and on which shall be entered every 
item of property on the 
farm or 


about the house, and everything in 
any manner belonging to said infirm- 
ary, 
on which 
schedules 
shall 


be entered and reported on the 
first 


day of every month 
whatever has 


been produced or purchased for the 
bouse or farm, with the reasonable 
value of each item thereof to be h'xed 
by the superintendent and approved 
by the board of directors, and of all 
property, produce or other things con- 
sumed, sold or otherwise disposed of 
during such months, with the vaiue 
tereof as it appears in the inventory 
or monthly schedule. We have the 
promise of the present superintend- 
ent that if such inventory is furn- 
ished it shall be strictly kept. 
; 


There are some figures in the in- 


firmary expenditures that are unique 
—for instance the bills during the 
year for whisky and tobacco were 
$187.14, while those for fire and light 
were only $95.76, showing that it 
costs twice as much to stimulate the 
man internally as it does to warm up 
and light his outside tenement and 
cook his food. 
But .this may be so 


in the world at large,'as well. 


There is an improvement visible, 


however, in the management of this 
institution in comparison with what 
it was in some former years.

the Atlantic Coast. 


DIRE WORK OF A BLIZZA.ED 


Which Raged Fiercely Over Eastern 


and New Enghmd States. 


SEVERAL CREWS SAID TO BE LOST. 


tuiln-aya Blocked, Streetcar Lines Tied 
Up, Telefrnph and Telephone Wires 
Prostrated, and Village* Washed Away 
by the Combiued Fury of Wind, Water 
mid Snow—People Frozen to Death at 
a Numb«r of Points. 


Boston, Nov. 28.—A dozen or more 


coasting vessels were driven ashore,in 
Boston harbor during the great bliz- 
zard and the great ocean steamer Ohio 
of the Wilson line was torn from her 
moorings and driven high and dry on 
Spectacle island. 
Schooners and coal 


barges with two anchors out and every 
reason to expect a safe weathering of 
the gale were dragged from" their moor- 
ings and hurled 
against pier heads, 


dashed on islands and rocks, or sunk 
outright. 


Fortunately the greater portion of 


the coasting fleet was securely tied up 
at the wharves. The schooners and 
barges anchored in the lower bay bore 
the brunt of the storm. 


Anchored at quarantine was the Wil- 


son liner Ohio, a great 
four masted 


cargo boat just in from Hull, England. 
She had only a small cargo on hoard 
and her sides being high out of the 
water, offered a large surface to the 
wind. 
The swift tide prevented the 


vessel from pointing her nose into the 
wind and after a fierce battle for hours 
her cables gradually gave way and she 
ran up on the beach of Spectacle is- 
land, where she now lies high and dry. 
As the tide was very high when the 
Ohio went ashore, the work of hauling 
her off is likely to be difficult. 
The 


Ohio lies about a mile from the place 
of the Venetian 
wreck. Ashore not 


far from the Ohio is the schooner C. A. 
White, from Baltimore, but she will 
probably float. 


Just above 
Spectacle 
island is 


Thompson island, and on the beacli are 
three 
down-east 
lumbermen, 
the 


Watchman, Fred A. Emerson, S. E. 
Raphine (Br.) and a vessel believed to 
be the Virginia. It is likely that they 
will be hauled off without sarious dam- 
age. The schooners John S. Ames and 
Lizzie Dyas are also ashore at Fort 
Warren. 


Crtivrs Reported tout. 


So far as known there were no lives 


lost from any of the above schooners, 
although it is said two 
men. were 


washed overboard from the Virginia. 
No effort was mads to reach two un- 
known schooners on shore at Moon- 
head, or another 
further up Quiacy 


bay on the flats off Atlantic. 


Farther out in the bay the casualties 


began with the sinking of at least one, 
If not two, coal barges and the loss 
o£ the crew of each: The tug Cumber- 
land came in early with two barges, 
and one of them belongiHg to the COH- 
iolidated Coal company, broke away 
from the tug, 
and 
striking Hunt's 


ledge, sunk with all four of her crew. 
Another barge belonging to the Staple 
Coal company is reported to have sunk 
off Long Island head and her crew of 
four men lost. 


The schooner Abel E. Babcock, from 


Philadelphia, which came around Cape 
Cod and anchored late in the day out- 
side of Boston light, is reported to 
have foundered 
with 
her" crew of 


seven men. 


Two other coal barges are ashore at 


Galloupes island, but it is likely that 
the crew of neither has been lost, as 
the vessels appear to be in a compara- 
tively safe place. All the captains of 
the fleet who were lucky enough to 
round the cape and make the harbor 
in safety say that the storm was the 
most terrible that 
they ever exper- 


ienced in Massachusetts bay.
